Sherman Leading, Depew Next, 
But Blaine Sentiment Is 
Growing.

Curcaeo, June 19.—There has been no 
change in the relative positions of the presi- 
dential candidates today and Sherman still 
holds the lead, with Depew coming rapidly 
forward, with a strong probability of intérfer- 
ing seriously with Sherman’s chances. Depew 
glows a strong following in the New England 
states and the fact that he is the candidate of 
New York, New Jersey and Connecticut has 
brought an unexpected support to him from 
other.sections, though the extreme west still 
remonstrates against him. A number of south- 

rn delegates have declared for him and his 
friends are hard at work proselyting tonight, 
Depew is now unquestionably next to Sher- 
man in strength of the candidates before the 
convention and he is continually growing 
stronger. The recognized leader of his boom, 
Colonel El iot Shepard, of New York, says 
that the western opposition amounts to noth- 
ing, as Depew could carry the solid east and 
Indiana and could afford to lose several west- 
ern states. 

The Blaine feeling is stronger today than it 
has yet been, and it will be proportionately 
stronger tomorrow. Ilis friends are on the 
close watch, and openly declare their intention 
of putting hisname before the convention. 
California wants to present it first on roll call, 
though it is probable that the counsel of his 
eastern friends will prevail, and that the Pa- 
cific slope will withhold its Blaine enthusiasm 
until the signal is given for it te be uncorked. 
Steve Eikins, Joe Manly and other shrewd 
leaders, are confident of a deadlock,and prefer 
waiting until that time to spring the republi- 
can favorite on the convention. A deadlock 
aimply means Blaine’s nomination. It is not 
probable that g ballot will he reached before 
tomorrow night,and perhaps not before Thurs- 
day. 

The national republican conventionfhas fin- 
ished its first day’s work. It begun with a 
row andit ended with a row, and most of the 
session, that was not devoted to the settlement 
of the strife existing among the delegations, 
was occupied in flying the bloody-shirt with an 
éeuthusiasm which even astonished the conven- 
tion. The first evidence of the extreme dis- 
ordered state of the convention’s deliberative 
organ exhibited itself as soon as they were 
galled upon to do their first formative work. 
The national committee had agreed upon John 
M. Thurston, of Nevada, as temporary chair- 
man, though, after a heated  con- 
test in which he was chosen by 
the deciding vote of the chairman. The fight 
Was prompted by his connection with the Un- 
jon Pacific railway, and the legal wars he has 
waged against the government. As the lead- 
ing counsel of the giant corporation, his oppo- 
nents protested that it would never do to 
choose him as it would be used against the 
party with powerful effect in the western 
@tates. ITiowever, he was decided upon and 
was duly turned over to the convention today 
as atemporary chairman. A volcanic mem- 
ber of the Kansas delegation, by the name of 
Osborn, erupted and interrupted at this point 
and eut off Mr. Thurston very uncere- 
just as he had _ begun his 
address of thanks “for the honor comferred, 
etc.”’ 

‘‘Kansas declines to. be respensible for the 
arbitrary action of the national committee 
which it regards as a great mistake,’”’ thun- 
pered the fiery Osborne ; ‘‘and demands a ¢all 
of the states.” 

There were hisses and also shouts of ap- 
proval, but as Thurston had been duly install- 


ed and held the gavel, the eruptive delegate 


promptly sat on and was forced 
to swallow the Union Pacific, 
which proceeded to his work and 
continued his speech, which was a strong one 
and forcibly and eloquently delivered. 

The straw to test the sentiment of the con- 
vention was set adrift by the speaker, whose 
tribute to Blaine brought the vast throng toits 
feet. The galieries and the delegates showed 
at the idea that Thurston’s words meant his 
declaration, but they didn’t; he had only re- 
sorted to a shrewd device in oratory 
to capture the crowd. Passing from 
Blaine, he aroused the friends of each 
of the candidates by complimentary allusions. 
but returned again to the Florentine statesman ; 
but this time for another purpose. After again 
glorifying him and riveting the attention of 
the audience to a degree of supreme ex- 
pectancy, he suddenly changed tactics and in 
an outburst of eloquence declared: “‘But as 
his friends we must not, cannot, dare not, com- 
mit the political crime of disobedience 
to his expressed will, We cannot nomi- 
nate him for the presidency, but 
sagt place him at the head.of our forcesin the

The effect was instantaneous and startling. 
In a minute every Blaine man in the hall had 
‘Telapsed into absolute quiet; even to solemni- 
ty. But the combined friends of Sherman, 
Harrison, Gresham and others took up the cry 
and howled themselves hoarse, but the com- 
bined enthusiasm did not equal the reception, 
Which was awarded  Blaine’s name. 
After the speaker indulged in an 
elaborate pyrotechnical display < f 
the bloody shirt. he declared the convention 
ready for business. 

Then arose another row of magnificent and 
amusing proportions. It was over the Vir- 
ginia contest, and it seemed that Mahone and 
John Wise would come to blows. The na- 

committee has tecognized the Mahone 
delegates of the state at large, and in but two 
of the ten districts was there nota contest. 
The delegates from these two districts and 
| 'sat large committeemen recommend 
as the state’s representative in the ex- 


wtUtive committee, to which -would be re- | 


ferred the whole matter of the contest. Mr. 
Wise presented his case to the convention and 
protested that Mahone had no right to sit in 
judgment in his own behalf. He attacked the 
wiry little ex-senator in the fiercest manner 
and charged that he was simply using the 
republican party in Virginia for his own pur- 
poses and that he would not hesitate to be- 
tray it. 

‘WISE AND MAHONE SPEAK. 

The sentiment of the convention was divided 
on the question, and Mr. Wise was liberally 
applauded, as was also Mahone, who followed. 
As the Mahone delegation was avowedly for 
Sherman, and Wise’s for Blaine, the contest 
became particularly interesting, outside of the 
acrimonious turn which it took between the 
two. republican-for-revenue-only leaders. As 
Mahone spoke Wise stood near by and looked 
defiantly on. The former presented his side, 
and, quickly turning to Wise, shook his fist at 
his upturned nose and exclaimed: ‘Your 
Charges, man, are as false as you are foul.”’ 

Then the convention ;went into another up- 
roar. It looked as if Mahone and Wise would 
hitch, but the latter tumed and struggled to 
get the recognition of the chair. Qld man 
Hoar, of Massachusetts, however, got in a plea 
for harmony and the matter was dropped by 
referring it to the credentials committee, with 
the nnderstanding that Virginia should not be 
represented on the committee, 

It was a touching sight to witness the cajol- 
ing efforts of both the Virginians, whose 
plaintive apjeals to “my fellow republieans’’ 
aud whose allusions to “the great and gloerions 
repubiican party,’’ and the “rights of the col- 
ored man,”’ and ‘‘a free ballot and a fair 
count,’’ can be better understood by south- 
erners than others. But all that sort of talk 
took, and it tock immensely. Indeed Mahone 
and Wise are loeked upon as heroes who. live 
ingthe Wildesness of megro oppression, and 
they are both doing everything in their power 


to strengthen the impression in the hope. of 


gaining party prestige. : 
A BLOODY SHIRT SPEECH. 

But the bloodiest of the bloody shirt utter- 
ances of the day was the sp@ech of Fred 
Douglass, who was Called upon % address the 
convention. The convention tef#ly went wild 
over the old fellow, who so far forgot his own 
race as to go to another for a wife, and who far 
this reason is scarcely looked upon with 
respect by those of his own color. But the 
convention did not know this, and even if it 
did, it did not care, when he proved such an 
able advocate of the bloody shirt policy. He 
openly declarcd that it must be the policy of 
the party, as more than a million negroes was 
disfranchised in the south by those who were 
their former masters and who never yet have 
looked upon them as other than slaves. Ho 
attacked he administration of Presi- 
dent Cleveland as being under the direc- 
tion of the south, which ‘was not 
even now loyal to the union. His whole 
speech was based on tls line, and it was un- 
questionably the speech of the day, as far as 
the interest manifested in it was concerned. 
The audience were wi!d over it, and when he 
finished he was surrounded with enthusiastic 
sympathizers. When Douglass was through 
there were loud calls for Ingersoll, and soon 
the whold house was yelling “Our Bob!” but 
the great republican favorite, whose fame has 
been achieved through several eloquent 
speeches in behalf of the republican party, and 
through a life of well worded denunciation of 
God Almighty, did not respond. 

The day’s work has settled one thing—the 
‘bloody shirt’”’ is the battle cry of the hour.

SCENES IN THE HALL. 
The Day’s Proceedings in Detail--The Com 
mittees, Eic. 

CONVENTION Hautu, Cricaco, June 19.— 
When Chairman Jones, of the national repub- 
lican committee, ascended the platform of the 
great auditorium hail at noon, to call the na- 
tional convention to order, he looked upon a 
scene unparalleled in the history of public 
gatherings in this country. Large assemblages 
have been held in more spacious halls, but at 
none have the occular properties been so ef- 
fective, or the brilliancy of illumination and 
picturesque colorings been so splendid. Every 
face can be seen without effort, and an audi- 
ence of less than ten thousand appears to be 
alinost a countless multitude. A magnificent 
sweep ofthe great gallery alone, which seats 
nearly three thousand persons, is a pieture 
which impresses even those familiar with 
great audiences, and the whole scene bathed 
in a flood of electric light, shed by 
TWO THOUSAND FIVE HUNDRED INCANDESCENT 

LAMPS, 
thrills even the most sluggish heart. The au- 
ditorium is 260 fect long, and 120 feot wide, 
with two side balconies, and a great gallery, 
the seats in which rise tier_on!tier, at an angle 
of forty d@zrees. 

The stage, which is but slightly raised above 
the floor of the hall, commands a view not 
only of the great audience in front, but of the 
large balcony in the rear, and a tier of boxes 
at either side. This stage stretches from side 
to side of the hall, and accommodates, in ad- 
dition to the president’s platform, which is in 
the center, several hundred newspaper repre- 
sentatives. There are just eight thousand one 
hundred seats in the hall, and, as the conven- 
_tion is called to order, probably nine thousand 
people are within glance of Chairman Jones’s 
eye. 

DECORATIONS IN THE HALL. 

The decorations appear atrifie bewildering 
at first, and the walis, ceiling and eyery post, 
pillar and panel is covered with flags, bunting 
and streamers in varied artistic [designs and 
eolors, and portraits and paintings of historic 
scenes meet the eye everywhere. Red, white 
and blue is conspicuons, of course,everywhere, 
but a great sheet of terra cotta bunting hangs 
asaroof between the sunlight, which pours 
through it from a great open space just above 
the great gallery, and relieves tbe otherwise 
monotony of so prodigal display of the national 
colors. But even the sunlight shines but 
dimly inthe great hall, the electric illumina- 
tion being depended upon, because of the im- 
possibility of protecting the audience in the 
present untinished state of the building, and 
letting inday at the same ume. —

This shield, its 
horizon of stars, its stripes of the union, are all 
ictnred out and put in a basso.relievo of light 
y flashing jets through red, white and biue 
giobes. At points of exit and entrance to the 


| hall, which dip like great wells into the audi- 


tor’um, are the nation’s standards, planted at 
either side and draped so as to hide the rough 
boards which form the staircases.of these axe- 
nues to the convention, of which there are suf- 
hcient to empty the place in case of accident 
in three minutes. ‘ 

The Boston club has planted its magnificent 

banner, five feet long, just behind the stage 
and it proudly floats, bearing in letters of gold 
upon a field of bine, the seh timents which ap- 
pear to be 1 in the minds of the dele- 
egates. )’'Syner is inscribed: 
Market Clavé ton. American ways’ for 
American wa gmen. American markets 
for the American people. Protection for Amer- 
ican homces.’’ 

This banner is marked by the delegates as 
they come into the hall, and by spectators as 
they gather in the galleries and balconies. It 
is cheered time after time. 

HOW DELEGATES ARE SEATED. 

The arrangement of delegates’ s@ts, has 

been made in alphabetical order, beginning 
with Alabama, onthe extreme right aisle, 
through the two great States of New York and 
Pennsylvania together on the front, alunost di- 
rectly facing a portrait of Washington ona 
pane! of the cha rman’s platform. The Maine, 
Massachusetts, Minnesota, Alabama, Arizona 
and Dakota delegations also have front seats. 
The Obio delegaticn is directly back of the 
New York seats, while Missouri, Iowa and II- 
Inols are on the main aisle nearthe center of 
tlre space reserved for the delegates. The 
space reserved for the District Columbia dele- 
gation is designated by a white banner, 
marked in black letters. This is a conspicu- 
ous Geparture from the general plan of voting 
delegations. The situation of all others be- 
ing designated by a blue silk banner, lettered 
in gold. A significant view is the open space 
of empty scats in the Virgi re 
The four Mahone delegates at Pes. , 
admitted to the hall, and are alone ff their 
glory, with plenty of room, ové? in thé ex- 
treme southwest. There was no indication in 
the hall of the great crush outside, while dele 
gates and those who held seats were being ad- 
mitted and directed to their seats. 
_ The doors were not opened until all of the 
ifterior arrangements were completed and the 
crowd was kept waiting until two large bon- 
quets of cut flowers and a floral shield were 
being nailed upon the chairman’s desk, which 
bears in Greek letters this inscription: 


‘‘James A. Garfield was nominated from ° 


this d:sk in 1880 and James G. Blaine was 
nominated from this desk in 188+.” 
ENTRANCE OF DELEGATIONS. 

The air of the hall is delightfully cool and, 
although the large number of spectators as 
they come have fans in their hands, they find 
no practical use for them. ‘The first of the 
delegates to reach their seats are those from 
Ohio, led by Congressmen McKinley and But- 
terworth. Mr. McKinley, who is much talked 
of as a dark horse, is recognized by a few of 
the spectators in the gallery and gets a cheer 
or two, which, however, is short-lived. The 
Michigan delegation follows the Qhio men, 
coming in as a body and filling up their block 
of seats in front of the second niste. 

As spectators generally are admitted more 
tardily than delegations, there are few 
demonstrations as the convention begins to 
gather. Most of those in the side galleries are 
ladies, who are deeply interested, but not 
demonstrative. 

Senator Hoar, of Massachusetts, chairman 
of the last national convention, walks down 
the isle to the front, and followed by his fel- 
low delegates, takes his place as chairman of 
the delegation, without being recognized b 
the galleries, and a delegate who leoksenoug 
like Depew to be his twin brother talks a few 
inoinents with the Massachusetts senator and 
retires. It is not Depew. however, but the re- 
semblances creates some little comment and 
there are not a few guesses as to his identity. 

ARRIVAL OF THE NATIONAL COMMITTEE. 

At a quarter to 12 o’elock members of the 
national committee came in, in pairs and 
groups. They met this morning at their head- 
quarters and have just getthrough their busi- 
ness, Which has been specially a gathering to- 
gether of their remaining quota of tickets for 
seats. 

Mr. Thurston, of Nebraska. arrives with 
members of the committee from his state and 
takes a seat on the stage jnet back of the chair- 
man’s desk, which ho is soon to oceupy as tem- 
porary presiding oflicer of the convention. Mr. 
Thurston is a smallish man, who wears glasses 
and is dressed in sombre black. 

As General Fremont entered the hall ke was 
greeted with a round of applause and cheers, 
the first genuine demonstration of the morn- 
ing. He wes escorted to a seat on the platform, 
where he provoked a further outburst of ap- 
plause by meeting Fred Douglass as he came 
to a seat beside him and shook him by the 
hand. 

Chairman Jones, of the national committee, 
came upon the platform just before the con- 
vention was calied toorderand brought with 
him two handsome oak gavels, one merely pol- 
ished and intended for hard pounding. The 
other is a more pretentious affair, intended as 
a gift to the temporary chairman, is richly 
chasedin gold and has engraved upon its 
several gold bands the names of Washington, 
Lafayette, Grant, Lincoln, Garfield and Logan. 

CALLED TO ORDER. 

Precisely at 12:30, the gavel of Chairman 
Jones, of the national republican committee, 
sounded sharply upon the mahogany desk, and 
the republican convention of 1888 was formally 
opened. The hum of conversation ceased 
throughonat the vast auditorium, and the buzz 
of expectation gave place to the impressive 
silence as the chairman introduced Rev. Frank 
W. Gunsauler, of Plymouth Congregational 
church of Chicago, who opened the proceed- 
ings with prayer. 

At the conclusion of the prayer, Chairman 
Jones announced that the secretary, Mr. Fes- 
senden, of the national committee, would read 
the call for the convention issued by the na- 
tional committee. 

Allusions in the call to the position of the 
party upon the tarrff question, fo the determi- 
nation of the party to have a fair election and 
honest count, and to other saliant points, 
were warmly applauded by the convention. 

Upon the conclusion of the reading of the 
call, Chairman Jones stepped to the front of 
the platform and addressed the convention. 

Mr. Jones said: 

‘The two parties are diametrically opposite to 
each other, One favors progress; the other retro- 
cression. One lifts up; the other casts down. 
Ti:anks to President Cleveland and his southern al- 
lies, the democratic party has thrown off the dis- 
guise in which it has heretofore fought its battles in 
the northern states and bas toldly declared for Brit 
ish free trade and against American protection. This 
a ownl has causednuch adulation in certain sec- 
tious ef this country, and im all of England, 
which has, from the beginning been hostile to 
the industrial progress of the United States. But it 
has fa'‘len heavily upon the ears of the patriotic por- 
tion of the democratic party. However, we must 
not expect that this is the end of this dishonest pre- 
tence. Deceit, fallacies and sophistry will in be 
resorted to. Therefore, we should have a form 
based upon true republican principl free from 
equivoeation or ambiguity and should nominate 
cundidates who are the embodiment of these

A KICK FROM KANSAS. 

Chairman Jones then introduced Chairman 
J. My Thurston, of Nebraska, as temporary 
chairman of the convention. 

Delegate Osborn, of Kansas, objected to the 
assumption on the partof the uational commit- 
tee.ef the right to namea temporary chairman, 
and asked if Mr. Thurston had been elected by 
the convention. 

Chairman Jones replied in emphatic aflirma- 
tive, for which he was vigorously applauded, 
but Mr. Osborn was not to be subdued, and in 
the name of the Kansas delegation deciined to 
be sésponsibie for the action of the naticnal 
cOmmMities in this matter, and regarded it as a 
great mistake. ego He desired the roll 
of states to be called, in order that the Kansas 
delegation might cast its vote for Hon. William 
Warner, of Missouri. 

Ne attention was paid to his demand, how- 
ever, and Mr. Thurston immediately began his 
address. 

Mr. Thurston said: 

The republican party of the United States relies 
upon.tle wisdom of its assembled delegates for such 
action as will insure success. If we are prepared to 
honestly and fairly meet the supreme issues of the 
hour, with a clear, fearless and ringing declaration 
of principles and to nominate a ticket which will 
commend itself to the loyalty and intelligence of 
the country, we can grandly win. We enter upen 
the proceedings of this convention prepared to sac- 
rifice individual judgment to the wisdom of the ma- 
jority and to cry down personai preferences on the

PRESENTATION OF A GAVEL.

“Lain requested by the delegation from my state 
to present to the temporary chairman of this con- 
vention, for his use, a gavel made ofthe oak under 
which the republican } arty was organized on the 
6th of July, 184, in the village or city of Jackson 
in the state of Michigan.

The chair said that he understood that 
Chairman Jones had recognized no objection 
to the nomination of the national comiunittee. 
They had been accepted bythe convention 
and are now the temporary oflicers of the 
body. 

Mr. Osborne, of Kansas, said he was glad 
that this gave him opportunity to again pro- 
test against the acceptance of the recommen- 
dation of the national commtitee without a 
yote. Heasked that the vote of Kansas be re- 
corded fog William Warner, of Missouri. 

Mr. Root said that his motion did not in- 
clude the temporary chairman, who had, he 
fully understood, been elected—as the other 
officers he now found were included in 
the general acceptance of the committee 
report, He withdrew his motion 

DAKOTA’S REQUEST. 

Judge Moody, of Dakota, moved that Da- 
kota he allowed ten votes instead of two in the 
proceedings of the convention, as sheis en 
titled to this by her population and all prece- 
dents in the history of the party. 

Chairman Thurston stated that the national 
committee had recommended that Dakota 
be allowed ten votes during the preliminary 
proceedings of the convention, and that Wash- 
ington territory, by the grace of the demo- 
crutic convention, be allowed six. 

The rules of the last convention were 
adopted for the government of the present 
convention until further action, 

SYMPATHY FOR GENERAL SHERIDAN. 

Mr. Hollowell, of Kansas, offered the fol- 
lowing ;

When Dakota was reached, it was agreed to 
suspend the names of the committeemen 
handed up in writing. 

GENERAL FREMONT PRESENTED. 

The chair said that he desired to makea 
pleasing announcement, The Nebraska dele- 
gation had with it, as its guest, the first nom- 
mee of the republican party for the presidency 
and desired to present him to the convention. 
They desired to present John C. Frement. 

This announcement was received with cheers, 
and the convention voted to allow Chairman 
Green, of the Nebraska delegation, to present 
General Fremont. 

When Mr. Green appeared upon the stage 
with General Fremont there was an outburst 
of applause which lasted several mome:ts. 

General Fremout was unwilling, he said, to 
delay the business of the convention and would 
consume only a few moments’ time, but he 
would feel that he carried an insensible clod 
and not a warm and sympathetic heart in his 
breast if he was not sensibly grateful for the 
welcome he had received. He was happy and 
proud to receive, here in this great national 
assembly, the welcome given by his friends 
and companions of many years—by his party 
friends, . the men and the sons of the men 
with whom it had Deen his honor to have been 
associated in the first opening campaign of 
1856. [Applause.] 

Aftera speech from Fred Douglass, Gov- 
ernor Foraker arose in his seat and was cheer- 
ed. He asked that committees on rules, reso- 
lutions, permanent organization and order of 
business, as constituted by the different states, 
be read. 

The secretary proceeded to read the names 
of the committee for permanent organization. 
When the Virginia members pame was 
reached, it was stated that two names had been 
sent up by contesting delegations from that 
state. 

The chair saidthat he would submit the 
Virginia question to the convention, when the 
full list of committees had been read.

Thechair will say the national 
committee has placed upon the roll of delegates, as 
pea facie title to seats the delegation at large, 
readed by William Mahone.

that state whose seats are uncontested. 
The national committee placed the other 
set of delegates at large upon the list as contestants, 
and they place all of the other district delegates 
upon the list with the recommendation that neither 
shall be allowed to vote until the contest is settled 
by the convention.

Senate biil appropriating $50),000 for 
an additional fire-procf building for the use of 
the national museum,to be erected in the 
Smithsonian grounds, just west of the Smith- 
sonian institute. 

House bill appropriating £20,000 for the 
construction of a scoeredial or macademized 
road amile and a half in length to the nation- 
al come‘ery near Newberne, N. C. 

A bill to further proyide for the disposal of 
the public lands in Alabama was reported and 
placed on the calendar. It sets apart the pro- 
ceeds of the sale of public landsin Alabama 
for the use of the state, to be applied in the 
discretion of the state legislature exclusively 
in promoting technical education. 

The house joint resolution authorizing the 
loan of tents and tent equipage for the veter- 
an organization of the society of the army of 
the Potomac at the approaching Cettysburg 
reunion was taken up, explained by Hawley, 
and passed. 

The senate at 1:50 adjourned. 

In the House. 

Mr. Townshend, of Lilinois, offered a joint 
resolution authorizing the secretary of war 
to loan tents and equipage to the society of the 
army of the Potomac on the occasion of the 
Gettysburg reunion. 

The resolution differs from that offered yes- 
terday mainly in referring to the ‘‘survivors of 
the battle of Gettysburg,’’ and not to the ‘“‘two 
armies.”’ 

Mr. Kilgore, of Texas, objected, but Bur- 
rows having stated that the resolution in its 

resent shape was unobjectionable, and should 

passed, he withdrew his objection, and the 
resolution was passed unanimously. 

The special order for the day—public build- 
ing bills—was postponed until Thursday next, 
andthe house went into committee of the 
whole on the sundry civil appropriation bill. 
The pending paragraph was that relating to 
the congressional library building. 

After two hours spent in a struggle to secifte 
a quorum, on motion of Mr. Ryan, of Kansas, 
the provision in the bill appropriating $500,000

The remainder of the afternocn was spent in 
the congideration of two paragraphs relating to 
salaries of registrars and receivers and contiu- 
gent expenses of landoflices.

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HOW iT STOOD LAST NIGHT, 


The Depew Boom Weakening and Harrison 
Gaining. 

CuIcaGco, June 19.—The Gresham men had 
a big parade with banners and transparencies 
tonight. The most striking feature of it was 
the Kansas City tlambeau ciub. 

According to the present prograinme the 
vote of New England, which, excepting Haw- 
ley, has no candidate, is to be scattered among 
the candidates at the outset. Maine will give 
a vote to every candidate in the field. Ver- 
mont will vote for Sherman. Massachusetts 
and New Hampshire will split. Rhode Isiand 
will vote for Allison, and Connecticut, of 
course, for Hawley. New York is 
solid for Depew, excepting Joln O’Brien, 
who déclares he will vete for Blaine. 
New Jersey is for Phelps, Pennsylvania has 
35 votes for Sherman, 15 for Fitler, and 10 
scattering; Ohio is for Sherman, Indiana for 
Harrison, Michigan for Alger, Illinois for 
Gresham, Wisconsin for Rusk, Iowa tor Allie 
son, Minnesota ten votes for Gresham and four 
scattering; Kansas is for Ingalis, Colorado 
and Nevada donbtful; Oregon for Gresham 
and California for Stanford. The south is di- 
vided between Sherman, Gresham, Alger, 
Depew and Harrison. An intelligent estimate 
of the first ballot shows 11 candidates with 
votes about as follows: Sherman, 250; Gres- 
ham ,100; Depew,100; Alger,50; Harrison,120: 
Allison,50; Phelps, 18; Rusk,22; Ingalls, 14; 
Fitler 15, Stanford 16. This leaves %5 votes 
unaccounted for. Missouri and Arkansas are 
still doubtful quantities, Itis believed there 
wilk be no material change from this estimate 
for a ballot or two, and it is thought the cun- 
vention will then adjourn over night. 

At the present wiiting the nomination of 
Depew appears impossible. After this has 
been demonstrated inthe balloting Platt will 
probably call away his forces. numbering 
iwenty or twenty-five votes, and if a comrbina- 
tion has been formed throw them in. Warner 
Miller is expected to throw his votes to Sher- 
nian. What Depew will do when the moment 
comes for abandoning his own canvass, is one 
of the mysteries of the hour. 

An intimate friend of Depew’s said tonight 
if he cannot be nominated they look to see 
him rise and in a theatrical manner throw his 
vote to Blaine. Depew himself will be 
placed in nomination by Senator Hiscock.’ 
Just now, one fact is pretty well settled and 
that is the nomination of a soldier in one place 
or other. This fact militates much against 
Allison who otherwise is in good 
position. The opposition by the Pacitie states 
steadily weakens Sherman. Just now Harri- 
son is in high favor. New England and New 
Jersey are leaning toward him, and it is not 
impossible he will ultimately be.made the 
choice of a combination of the men spoken of. 
If the nomination comes to the west it will 
probably goto Harrison, Alger or Gresham, 
and the chances of the three men are in® the 
order pamed. Phelps is almost certain to be 
named for vice-president if the nomination 
comes west and if Blaine or an eastern man is 
named, Governor Porter of Indiana, or Alger, 
will be taken. If Sherman should be compelied 
to fall back beaten, Governor Foraker will be 
sprung on to convention and at the same time 
many of Sherman’s supporters will go to Gres- 
ham. 

Senator Quay has a leaning toward Gresham 
and many of the Gresham men are inclined 
toward the Ohio senator, if their man cannot 
be nominated.

he idea grew out of the butchery of Ryan, 
the filibustering leader, and nearly 100 of his 
followers in Cuba. General Grant was presi- 
dent at the time, and he is said to have made 
every preparation for hostilities in the event 
of Spain refusing the demands of the United 
States government for reparation for the bar- 
barous execution of Ryan and his men. Gen- 
eral Sheridan was tendered command of the 
proposed invading army, with General Meade 
as his chief of staff. 

Grant’s intention was tg rendezvous 50,000 
veterans of the civil war, who were to be mob- 
ilized near New York, and a fleet prepared to 
carry them across the Atlantic in two divisions. 
The idea was to pretend it for service on the 
islands of Cuba, but really to land on the 
shores of Spain and march inland to Madrid. 
Both Grant and Sheridan deemed the move- 
ment a feasible one, and had the United States 
declared war it would have been attempted.

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A Falling Off of Crops. 

RALEIGH, N. C., June 19.—{Special.]—The 
crop report for Juné, as made up from the re- 
ports of a thousand correspondents in every 
county in-the state, is as follows, one hundred 
being taken as the estimate of a full crop: 
Wheat, 83¢; oats, 91 1-7; corn, 87; cotton, 78; 
tobacco, 82 5-6; rice, 931-7; sorghum, 801-3; 
apples, 664; peaches, 66; hay, 935; clover, 90; 
peanuts, 86. Inquiries were for the first time 
made with a view to Ascertaining the cost per 
bushel of pfoducing wheat, corn and oats. The 
replies show that the average cost of producing 
that quantity of wheat was 68 9-10, while that 
of corn is 444, and of oats 301-3. Comparing 
the crop report with that for May, it is ob- 
served that thereis a falling off in every re- 
spect. Corn is off nearly twelve points, wheat 
thirteen, cotton twenty-one, tobacco four and 
rice five.

The increase in the number of socialistic 
delegates to the reichstag has alarmed the 
conservatives of Germany. The revolu- 


tionary doctrines of the socialists are gaining. 


favor with the masses, and Bismarck has 
recognized the strength of the new move- 
ment by securing the enactment of socialistic 
laws. 

Undoubtedly the German socialists are 
marching on. In sixteen years they have 
increased from 124,655 to 763,128, It is 
claimed that in every five soldiers in the 
army one isa socialist. No other political 
party in the empire can show such a rapid 
growth. % 

What will be the outcome of all this? 
One feels tempted to answer, the supremacy 
of democratic ideas, the building up of a 
republic or a constitutional monarchy of the 
mildest type. 

It is evident that this state of affairs at 
home must inevitably embarrass the new 
‘empéror when he decides to go abroad to 
wage war upon neighboring nations. The 
socialists are not clamoring for military 
glory. They want a short day’s work and 
better wages. They are in favor of home 
reform, and they do not see their way to i, 
through military glory. 

The kaiser’s real enemies, therefore, are 
at home. They swarm in the streets of bis 
capital, The colleges and workshops are 
full of them. ‘They are in the army, in the 
palace, in’ the reichstag—they are every- 
where. Will the new ruler be able to pre- 
vail against this unruly clement. Time will 
show.

The Republican Convention, 

' The organization of the republican con- 
~wention at Chicago yesterday appears to 
have been attended with a good deal of en- 
thusiasm. Whenever a promfnent man was 
recognized by the audience, he was greeted 
with cheers, and there was tremendous 
cheering whenever, in the course of the 
preliminary speeches, the name of a candi- 
date was mentioned. Particularly was this 
the case when allusion was made to Blaine. 
As a matter of fact Brother Blaine’s adher- 
ents made no bones of shaking the convention 
to its foundation on the slightest provoca- 
tion. 

It is apparent,-however, that all the noise 
merely adds to the confusion that already 
exists. There is but one thing certain in 
the minds of the delegates. Some are for 
one man, and some for another, but at the 
bottom all their differences is a desire to go 
to Blaine in case of a deadlock. Blaine is 
the rock to which they cling, albeit some of 
the wiser ones know it is the rock on which 
the party will go to pieces in November. 
The enthusiasm for Blaine is more intense 
than the enthusiasm for the party. 

Some of the more respectable of the re- 
publican organs—such as the Boston Ad- 
vertiser, for instance—allude to Judge Gres- 
ham as the ideal candidate. His record is 
well-nigh perfect froma republican point of 
view, and he is probably the most available 
candidate before the convention. Never- 
theless, there is no probability that he will 
be nominated. Providence appears in this 
matter to be on the side of the democratic 
party, for the nomination of such a man as 
Gresham would carry to the republicans a 
aajority of the-independents who have been 
acting with the democrats since 1884. . 

The Gresham boom was a lively one to 
begin with; but it was liveliest at the 
beginning. Apparently it has made no 
progress, and developments in the conven- 
tion are likely to leave it stranded. As for 
Depew, it is not likely that he has any hope 
for the nomination. He may desire it, but 
the fact remains that the New York delega- 
tion will support him, not because it is for 
him, but because it is against somebody else. 

The attempt to solidify the Pennsylvania 
delegation for Sherman has failed, and this 
is significant. Eastern Pennsylvania ap- 
pears so much opposed to the Pinkstonian 
statesman that the delegates from that 
section of the state would rather face the 
ridicule that follows their support of Mayor 
Fitler than to give their votes to John Sher- 
man. Itis believed, however, that Editor 
Halstead, who is a very gay man indeed, 
Can squeeze consolation out of this cold 
fact. 

As to Harrison, Alger and the rest, they 
may be said to be mere foils for the Blaine 
sentiment to rest against when it gets tired, 
There is no chance for either of them un- 
Jess the Blaine men give the word. F 

What, then, is to be the result? As to

A Lawyer's Neck in Danger. 
Beaufort county, North Carolina, was the 
scene of a terrible tragedy last summer, and 
it is probable that the hangman will add a 
final chapter to it. 
William A. Potts, a young lawyer, of good 


family but dissolute habits, had been for | 


some time going headlong to the devil, when 
Mr. Paul Lincke, a well-to-do farmer, be- 
friended him. Lincke took Potts to his 
home and tried to reform him. 

The young lawyer was a hard case. He 
had no sense of honor or gratitude. In a 
short time he won the love of Mrs. Lincke, 
and the two put their heads together to get 
rid of the inconvenient husband. One 
night while Lincke was asleep, with his wife 
and two children in the same room, Potts 
slipped in and, placing a revolver close to 
the sleeping inan’s head, blew out his brains. 

Potts and Mrs. Lincke were tried for the 
murder. The lady was acquitted, but the 
lawyer was found guilty and sentenced to 
death. The supreme court affirmed the ver- 
@ict, and the murderer will be hanged on 


| the 13th of July, if the governor does not 
interfere. 


Great anxiety is felt regarding the gov- 
ernor’s action. Several physicians have 
written letters to show that Potts is insane. 
Large petitions have been sent in asking for 
a commutation of the sentence to imprison- 
ment for life. The people residing near the 
scene of the murder protest against a com- 
mutation, and threaten to lynch the prisoner 
if he escapes the gallows. 

The case excites the most intense interest 
in North Carolina, and is the leading topic 
of the day. Such tragedies are only too 
common in some of the northern and west- 
ern states, but in North Carolina they are 
almost unknown.* What the governor will 
do it is impossible to ascertain, but until he 
gives his decision he will be besieged by 
Potts’s relatives and friends. In the mean- 
time Mrs. Lincke is by no means a happy 
woman. She has escaped the heavy hand of 
the law, but only to lead a wretched life, 
branded as an outcast, and looked upon as 
something worse than a murderess, In the 
interest of justice and good morals, it would 
be a good thing if she could die with her 
red-handed paramour on the same gallows.

Ballots in Recent Republican Conventions. 

The hot fight and the probable deadlock 
looked for inthe republican convention now 
in session at Chicago makes the balloting of 
recent conventions a matter of unusual inter- 
est. 

According to the New York Sun, the repub- 
lican convention of 1876 met in the city of 
Cincinnati on June 16, and was presided over 
by Edward McPherson. The first ballot re- 
sulted as follows: James G. Blaine, 291; Oli- 
yer P.- Morton, 125; Benjamin H. Bristow, 
113; Roscoe Conkling, 96; R. B. Hayes, 65; 
John F. Hartranft, 58; Marshall Jewell, 11. 
The number nggessary to a choice was 37°. 
The vote of MY. Blaine gradually increased 
until it reached 308 on the sixth ballot. On 
the seventh the break for Hayes came. He 
received 384 against 351 for Blaine and 21 for 
Bristow. The fraud of 1876 had, therefore, 
five votesin excess of the number required to 


combined against the man of Maine. 

The republican convention of 1880 assem- 
bled in Chicago on June 7. It was presided 
over by George F. Hoar, and had sever al pro- 
tracted sessions. On the first ballot General 
Grant had 504 votes, Mr. Blaine 284, John 
Sherman 93, George F. Edmunds &, E. B. 
Washburne 30, William Windom 10. This 
division of the votes continued for ‘thirty-five 
exciting. ballots, when James A. Garfield, not 
previously mentioned, received 50. On the suc- 
ceeding ballot, the thirty-sixth, Garfield had 
399. Grant 306, Blaine 42, Windom 5 and Sher- 
man 3,@Garfield, had, therefore, twenty-one 
votes more than the number required to nomi- 
nate, and he thus became the compromise 
selection of the convention. 

In 1884 the republicans met :n Chicago on 
June 6 The national convention recom- 
mended Powell Clayton for temporary chair- 
man, but the selection was disapproved and 
James R. Lynch, of Mississippi. substituted. 
General John B. Henderson, of Yssouri, was 
the permanent chairman, On the first ballot 
Mr. Blaine had 334, Chester A. Arthur 278, 
George I’. Edmunds 93, John A. Logan 64, 
Joh Sherman 30, Joseph R. Hawley 13, 
Robert T. Lincoln 4,and W. T. Sherman 2. 
There was little change during the first three 
| ballots, but on the fourth Mr. Blaine’s vote 
jumped to 541, while. President Arthur had 
207, Mr: Edmunds 41, Hawley 15, Logan 7, and 
Lince]n 2. On this decisive ballot Mr. Blaine 
received 134 votes more than were necessary to 
nominate,

Common Sense and the Tariff. 

Epitors o¥ THE ConsTITUTION: Theisstes 
of the late civil war are not settled, as is well known 
to the average citizen of the United States, A\l- 
though southern representatives are in congress with 
all their nominai rights, yet there is continued 
watchfulness and suspicion on the part of their 
northern brethren—even in the democratic party. 
Particularly is this the case in regard to pensions to 
federal sq} , and, as a result, the northern demo- 
crats out-H@?fod Herod in trying to make a record en 
pension legislation. A Mr. Matson, of Indiana, who 
has been nominated for governor of the state, is a 
member of the present congress, and, to win favor 
in his campaign, has introduced a pension bill that 
will soak up $450,000,0C0 of the surplus every year, if 
it passes. It was General Rice, ot Ohio, who intro- 
duced the arrearages of pensions bill in the forty- 
fifth congress to be made democrati¢e governor of 
Ohio, and although there was not enough democ- 
racy in the movement toelect him to the coveted 
place, there was too much general cowardice in both 
parties io protect the tax-payers of the country from 
such unholy spoilation. 

It never fails to end Just this way, and it is high 
time southern men had recovered their equipose 
and self interest; and they should now be endeavor- 
ing to learn something by experience. When it 
comes to voting in national elections the south is a 
prominent factor, but after that is over she is 
politely requested to keep her mouth shut until 
another election is in order, and she is not only re- 
tired to silence and suspicion, but she is continually 
cautioned that ex-confederates have been on proba- 
tion and are expected to take the lowest seats in 
the political synagogue until their betters are 
served, and any promotion is briskly rebuked, 

Tariff and tree trade were prominent in ante bel- 
lum politics. Free trade was adopted as the policy 
of the gulf states, as a protection to slavery, and 
whatever of merit the free trade policy contains per 
se, it is indessolubly associated in northern minds 
with secession and slavery. Georgia followed 
South Carolina out of the union, and South Carolina 
led with the slogan of free trade and nullifica- 
tion. = The confederacy was thus dominated 
by free trade politicians until the movement ended 
in hopeless defeat and subjection. Therefore the 
northern people prick up their ears at the old cry of 
free trade and state rights, and it is very doubtful if 
the time has come to force free trade upon the dem- 
ocratic party forreasons thus stated. The obtrusive 
championship of the president’s free trade message 
by southern men will certainly react on the success 
of the democratic party in the north, and there is 
no question but General Hancock owes his over- 
throw to such impolicy in the year 1880. He was a 
brilliant federal general, of unimpeachable char- 
acter, Yet Garfield, the political trader, was able to 
retire him in deteat. The north has been made 
rich by manufactories, and that section .would al- 
ways fight for its pocket to the death.

and the south is throwing awf&y a lot of surplus 
ammunition, when good policy dictates alittle less 
bluster for more solid results at this critical period 
of our history. 

When wili our southern jleaders begin to think 
for themselves? Tradition and sympathy lean to 
free trade, but we have already frittered away 
enough of our strength on mere sentiment in the 
last twenty years. The time has come for common 
sense and common prudence. Kentucky was a high 
tariff state under the leadefship of Henry Clay, and 
she would baw! for a tariff today if the whisky trust 
did not counsel otherwise. In fact, she is yet a pro- 
tection state to protect whisky, and yet Georgia 

Oliticians tear their hair and shout themselves 
oarse at the bidding of Kentucky, just as slé fol- 
lowed the free trade nullifiers of South Carolina in 
the year 1860. 

The necessities of the government require the 
raising of an immense-¢éum of money annuva'ly, Our 
couquerors are irrevocably determined to levy a 
pension tax upon us for the next half 
century for the benefit of their soldiery, 
of which amount the ex-confederates get nota dol- 
lar. Every pension bill which 8 congress, and 
they go through every day, drains us more heavily, 
and God alone can teil the end or the limit to their 
demands |! 

The question that concerns the southern people, 
is how and where fo raise that money, s0 that the 
burden on their shoulders may be lightened. The 
custom duties are levied on luxuries mostly, of 
which the south is able to buy but few in compari- 
son to the great millionariesin northern latitudes. 
The tax on diamonds, fine laces, wines, pictures and 
glassware, is, therefore, not felt in the south for rea- 
sons apparent to every mn'. The tax on 
sugar has been however a great benetit to 
sugar raising sections in the south and the 
north will demand free trade on sugar and rice, as 
soon as a democratic congress forces free trade on 
their staple articles of industry. -Nothing is more 
certain or absolute. Sugar is the best protected in- 
terest in the whole list, and a reduction of the duty 
will throw those r Louisiana sugar planters into 
bankruptcy. Is it wise to doit? Would it be right 
to do it? Rice is the hope of the sea coast of Georgia 
aud South Carolina. To make rice free will bank- 
rupt those struggling citizens who were so loyal to 
the south in her day of trial and suffering. Where’s 
the southern man who is willing !o doit? Look at 
your own section before Fer go any further! 

Jefferson, Madison and other wise patriots adyo- 
cated a tariff for revenue, and knowing the danger 
to the republic they never advocated war taxes any 
longer than the necessity existed. The pret- 
ent internal revenue system is a war tax and has 
continued a decade longer than it was necessary, 
and as @ resutt the surplus has piled up in the 
treasury, which tax money in truth and justice 
should haye remained in the pockets of 
the tax payers. Had it been repealed at 
the proper time there would have been 
no great plethora of cash in the treasury to vex the 

resident, to excite the cupidity of office seekers to 

e loaned outto national banks, asa benefaction, 
while the poor southern farmer could not borrow a 
cent of it, even if he —_ his homestead to 
pay a lone at matursty—which farm would neither 
run away or burn up. Nineteen-twentieths of all 
this huge amountef moncy goes to the north, either 
asaloan tothe national banksor asa bounty to 
federal soldiers—the ex-confederate gets none of it, 
nor the use of a dolar. 

Under these circumstances where is the sense of 
yelling and cavorting for free trade atthe ports of 
the United Siates, which custom duties are the 
easiest taxes known to the south, and which fal] 
mainly on the overgrown wealth of the 
north, and yet hurrah with free traders for the de- 
struction of the wool and iron industries of the 
union? The millions of acresin old field farms, 
worn and gullied by cotton cultivation, would brin 
something even as sheep farms, and the land would

Eprrors Constitution :—In your report of 
the detention of a negro woman over her time in the 
penitentiary of this state whileI was in charge, if 
uneorreeted, is liable to do me dan injustice. The 
woman in question was sent the penitentiary for 15 
years, in the fall I think of 1881 her sentence was 
entered upon the reccrd and from that time until] 
July 1885 I never heard one word from her or the 
judge who passed the sentence. July 18851 resign- 
ed the position of principal keeper to accept the 
federal position I now hold. I have recently leain- 
ed that the clerk of the court of the county she was 
sent from says he sent me notice of the reduction of 
her sgntence to 5 years. He may bave done so but 
such papers never reached me. My duty 
was to hold all convicts until they could 
be legally discharged. This I did in all cases, and I 
wish to say that I did not hold her illegally as you 
reported for-from 1881 to 1885 was but four years. 
Granting her and her lawyersaill they claim, her 
time would-not have been out until 1586, a year or 
more after the control of the penitentiary had gone 
into other hands, other than mine. Therefore what 
time I bad control o.e- her sbe was serving out the 
five years that they ail admit that she was last sen- 
tenced for and served a year or more after I ceased 
to have any control of the penitentiary. officers 
of the penitentiary should not be held liable for the 
miscarriage of a notice or the failure of some one 
whose duty it was to see notice was sent.

A STARTLING RUMOR. 


The Possible Result of the Autopsy on the 
Late Emperor. 

Bert, June 19.—An extraordinary rumor 
is current in the city which. causes the most 
intense sensation. It appears that, notwith- 
standing the urgent entreaties and protest of 
the widowed empress that. no autopsy should 
be performed on the body of the dead monarch, 
the new emperor, disregarding the appeals of 
his mother, caused a post mortem examination 
to be made. The widow’s feellings were .ad- 


ditionally outraged by the fact that ProfessoP 


Von Bergmann, the very surgeon who had 
been forced by her to withdraw from attend- 
ance on the late emperor, was called upon to 
perform it. The post mortem has revealed the 
fact so long denied by Sir Morell Mackensie 
and other surgeons, namely, that the malady 
with which the late em r was 
afflicted was caucer in its most malignant 
and incurable form. This being 
the case, Emperor Frederick was de- 
barred by certain clauses in the Prussian con- 
stitution concerning princes afflicted with in- 
curable maladies from succeeding to the 
throne, and according to the letter of the law 
his agcession was an illegal act. 

The rnmor which is now current is to the ef- 
fect that, in view of the above fact, not only 
the legality of certain acts of the late emperor 
are about to be called into question, but that 
even the rank and position of his widow as 
dowager, are seriously compromised, especially 
as regards her appanages and title. 

While it is almost impossible to believe that 
the new eniperor’s dislike for his mother will 
lead him to the perpetration of so incredible an 
act, yet there is no doubt that the untruthful 
denial of the existence of cancer at the time of 
Frederick’s accession in March last enabled 
him to become emperor and his wife empress 
in direct defiance of the terms of the constitu- 
tion.

THE COUNTY COURTHOUSE, 


Judge Howard Van Epps Resumes Busi 
ness, 


In the city court, Judge Howard Van Epps 
presiding, the case of Nelms against the city 
of Atlanta, begun several days ago, was con- 
cluded. The jury rendéred a verdict for 
the defendant. 

In the case of Sevtt against the East Ten- 
necsee, Virginia and Georgia railroad com- 
pany, asettiement was effected. The com- 
pany paid $7,000. Messrs. Myfiatt®& Carter 
and Bacon and Rutherford represented the 
deiendant. and Mr. Hoke Smith represented 
the plaintiff. 

The case of Moody against the Sun Fire In- 
surance company was called and will be tried 
today. The plaintiff is represented by Mr. 
Robert J. Jordan, and Mevsrs. Jackson & 
Jackson appear fer the defendant. 

There was filed yesterday morning in the 

office of the clexk of the superior court. a bill 
and injunction against the city of Atlanta. 
The papers were tiled by Messrs. Gartrell & 
Ladson in behalf of Maggie Gates, who pro- 
tests against the city’s compell'nz her to move 
her house. Judge Marshall J. Clarke will 
hear the case in chambers. 
_ The basement of the county courthouse was 
jammed with negroes yesterday. This dense 
crowd of sweltering humanity rendered the 
atmosphere dense and impure, and, netwith- 
standing that all the windows and doors were 
a the courtroom was a very di eable 
place. lt was about ten degrees hotter in there 
than anywhere else in the building. There 
Was not a lawyer, a juror, or a witness in the 
place whose collar did not wilt and whove face 
did not shine with Beads of sweat. Even 
Judge Clark (who is one of the coolest men in 
the world) suffered with the heat, and was 
kept busy mopping his face. As for General 
Gartreil and Solicitor-General Hill, they were 
almost melting. 

About one of the coolest men in the room 
was Bob Cloud, who was on trial for his life. 
He watched the proceedings with a certain de- 
gree of interest, ahd listened attentively to 
the meant 64 of the testimony, but he never 
once showed any excitement. 

A great many witnesses were examined, but 
their testimony amounted to very little. 

Policeman Joe Green was the first witness 
examined. He told the sgme story which was 
related by Captain Mercer regaraing the man- 
nerin which the defendant had gone to the 
statiouhouse and given himselfup. The wit- 
ness stated that Cloud had said that he had 
killed a negro and he wished to give himself up. 

A colored woman, named Mary Hood, testi- 
fied that she knew the deceased well and liked 
him. She was often in his company and he 
told her his domestic secrets. She had fre- 
quently seen him and Cloud’s wife together. 
On one occasion she heard the defendaut re- 
monstrate with Phelps and ask him to stay 
away from his wife, and he warned him that 
if he did not there would be trouble. Again 
she heard him say: ‘I have told vou to keep 
away from iny wife. I have already told you 
four times. Now [ tell you again and I mean 
it.”’ The witness described a scene between 
the two men,when they were about to get into 
afight and she parted them. She had ex- 
pected the affair to end in bloodshed. 

The next witness was Priscilla Johnson,who 
told pretty much the same tale. 

Wul Green said he knew both men, and had 
often seen them together. He had some- 
times seen Phelps in the company of the de- 
fendant’s wife. He thought they were too 
intimate. 

Charlie Franklin testified that he saw Cloud 
with Phelps ashort while before the killing. 
He heard Cloud say to Phelps: ‘‘You must 
let my wifealone. You hear me, I want you 
to keep away from Georgia.” After that they 
went off to the festival. 

Henry Luckey stated that he had seen them 
together and heard Cloud say to his wife: ‘I 
Want you tocome home with me, Georgia.” 
The woman replied: ‘No; I’m not ready to 
goshome, and she sat upon the bench.’’ At 
this time Phelps was near and Cloud turned 
to him and said: ‘I have kept telling you to 
stay away from my wife, and I mean it.’’ 
Phelps made no reply, and Cloud went off 
soon afterward. 

Mr. E. C. Bruffey was introduced as the 
next witness and he testified that he was at 
the police station when Cloud gave himself up. 
Cloud said to Dr. Foute: “I have shota nig- 
ger and want to give myself up till the case 
can be investigated. Lasked her not to go 
with Phelps, but she would do it.”’ 

The defendant was permitted to make his 
statement, not under oath, It was along one. 
He admitted that he had killed the deceased 
in the way the witnesses had described, and he 
told why he did it. He had been married to 
Georgia four years, and had supported her in 
comfortable style. Phelps begau paying her 
attention September a yearago. They were 
members of Clemmon’s church, and in this 
way were brought much together. His sus- 
picions were aroused, and he asked Phelps to 
stop paying his wife such attentions. He re- 
peatedly begged his wife to stop 
rying on with Phelps, and _ beg- 
ged Phelps to quit with her. But 
neither regarded his wishes. The defendant 
went into the minutest details, and related 
how his wife had been untrue to him, and how 
she was enticed off by Phelps. Thedefendant 
told his story in a clear, straightforward way, 
and it seemed to impress the jury. 

“Gentlemen, go to the jury,” remarked 
Judge Clark. 

Mr. W. B, Hill made the opening argument 
for the prosecution. 

He was followed by Mr. Hoke Smith for the 
defense. 

Pending General Gartrell’s argument for 
the defense, the court adjourned ‘till today at 
nine o’clock.
